ASSESSMENTS BY STATE BOARD 


Tax Commissioners Appraise Pro- 


perty By Mite And Auditor Com- 


putes Total By Townships 


The public utilities of Rush coun- 


:y have been assessed for taxation 
purposes at $3,518,340 by the state 
>oard of tax commissioners, accord- 
ing to a report on the assessments 
received by the county auditor, Phil 
Wilk. This ig the sum on which the 
utilities will pay taxes next year. 


They include all the 
telephone 


companies, the railroads, the Indi- 
anapolis • & 
Cincinnati 
Traction 


company, ' the 
Wester* Union, the 


Pullman 
company, 
the American 


Railway Express company, the gas 
ompanies and aJJ, other companies 
that arc organized to perform some 
service for the public. 


The utilities are assessed at so 


much a mile by the state board and 
with the mileage in the county as a 
basis, the auditor and bis deputy 
computed 
the assesment of each 


company. But this was not all that 
had to be done in the auditor's office. 
It was necessary to compute the, tax- 
able value of the property of each 
utility in each township and in- 
corporation in the county on the 
basis of the number of miles of lines 
or tracks the company 
owned in 


each taxation division. 


The personal property and real 


estate of each concern was apprais- 
ed separately, such as the railway 
stations in Rushville and other towns 
of the county, the I. &. C. power 
house and car barns and substations. 


The C. I. & W. railroad pays more 


taxes than any utility in the county, 
the taxable value of its property for 
next year being 
$866,505. 
The 


Michigan division of the Big Four 
is next with' taxable property valu- 
ed at $501,145 in the county.

How else, he 
argued,

and profess to work fort 


Mr. Harding's feeling of this was 


strikingly illustrated at Metlakalta, 
the first Alaskan settlement he visit- 
ed. Mctlakatla. is a little Indian vil- 
lage where a missionary years ago 
founded a •church and began to evan- 
gelize the then savage natives. 


Later, another denomination sent 


workers to the field 'and a competi- 
tion sprang up between the two 
churches.. They 'became rivals for the 
membership and contributions of the 
Indians. Today, the two churches 
stand there with 
two. contribution 


boxes asking for gifts. 


Mr. Harding saw this. To him, it 


typified what is going on in a larger 
way all over America. 


"That is all wrong, all wrong,' 


said Mr. Harding as he walked back 
from the Metlakatla churches to the 
deck to go.aboard ship. "Such things 
ought not to be either here or any- 
where. Churches ought to get away 
from these differences and rivalries, 
[t is not right that Christians should 
compete for souls like rivals in com- 
merce, tit is all wrong, all wrong."
